When Gol Thomas T. Gantt said that he 
bad not made.up his mind whether to sup- 
port Overstoltz or net until after the publi- 
cation of the effieial.zeport of the Gas Inves- 
tigation Committee, and when he said fur- 
ther that after meading thut report he was un- 
able to understand how any honest, intelli- 
gent citizen could .sugport Overstolz, un- 
doubtedly he was aising efrong language. But 
was he using tanguage stronger than 
was justified by the facts? Let the 
followin< official report of the Investigating 
Committee answer. No preface is necessary 
te explain the following chapter; it speaks 
for itself from first to last. This is printed 
now because every effort has heen made to 
suppress the first report. With the history 
of the gas case every one is familiar. The de- 
cision of the Supreme Court was that the St. 
Louis Gas Light Company had no char- 
ter, but that the tripartite agreement 
held good. Here is how that tripartite 
agreement was saddled upon the tax-payers 
of St. Louis: 

To the Hon. Speaker and Members of the 

House of Delegates: 

Your committee createu fo ithe purpose of 
investigating the conduction of the gas suit, 
by the decision of which the city lost its 
rights, herein endeavor to show by what pro- 
cess a grinding monopoly accomplished its 
final purposes. 

Aiter having refused to comply with its 
solemn compact of 1846, and repeatedly avoid- 
ing the performance thereof for a long series 
of years subsequently, ifg diabolical purposes 
culminated in the tripartite agrgement in 1873, 
by which the affairs of the corporatfoi were 
designedly placed in a position ultimately to 
secure its nefarious ends, 

To enumerate the catalogue of wrongs com- 
mitted to accomplish this object and to indi- 
cate a remedy therefor are the 
purposes of the present report, that the peo- 
ple of St. Louis may know to whom they are 
indebted for the troubles and misfortunes 
which they have hitherto suffered, and which 
are still attempted to be entailed upon them. 

The present executive of the city has been 
repeatedly appealed toby your committee 
and by resolutions of this House to permit 
learned and able counsel in whom the people 
have perfect confidence to institute on a con- 
tingent fee such suits against the Gas Com- 
panies as they believed to be meritorious, for 
the non-performance of their contract of 
1846, by which the city might still be able to 
establish its rights, but he persistsin refas- 

“ing to permit such suits to be brought, there- 
by ignoring his sworn promise made to your 
committce during his examination to “let 
Mr. Strong take it on acontingent fee.’’? Had 
this been done the city would not be left at 
this time in the position of courting a doubt- 
ful compromise or surrender of its rights. 

Your Committee, deeming it of utmost im- 
portance that a pérfect understanding of the 
testimony elicited should be had whereon the 
deductions of this report.are based, have 
thought best to reproduce in this report such 
extractsfrom the testimony of the various 
Witnesses as tend toestablish unfaithfulness 
on ‘the part of certain public guardians of 
the city.

After the thing had passed I heard this re- 
mark.

‘serves me right I think Sharp & Broadhead at 
that time were advisers of the city, and Mr. 

I don’t like to 
say everything: I heard, but on one occasion 
I heard a certain gentleman say:

Henry Kayser being duly sworn testified as 
follows:

A.—Yes, sir; Iwas Comptrollor from April, 
1871, up to September, 1878, when I resign- 
ed. 
().—State what you know in respect to the 
passage of the tripartite ordinance? 
A. Astothe passage of the ordinance I 
only know what the papers gave in the pro- 
ceedings of the City Council. I never attend- 
ed the Council meetings, or the commite- 
tee meetings, if there were my 
held, when the tripartite ordinance was un- 
der consideration, The first time it came to 
my notice was when it was introduced in the 
Council. ThenI was watching its progress 
as given in the published proceedings of the 
Council. I was not present at any debate or 
any consultation about it, if there have been 
any. = 
Did you have any conversations with 
members of the Gaslight Committee of the 
Council priorto the passage of the ordinances 
A. Yes, sir. I will state on what occasion 
and what came under my observation. You 
are aware thatthe controversy between the 
St. Louis Gas Light Company and the city 
was pending at the time whenI came into 
office, and that the claims of the Laclede Gas 
Light Company under their charter were 
brought to and engaged the consideration of 
the city administration. The reports of the 
me Gas Light Committee and the Mayor gave 
some generalinsightinto the then status of the 
Gas subject. The employment of Messrs. 
Sharp & Broadhead as special eounsel for the 
city inthe gas controversy undera contract 
made with them by Mayor Brown, and, I be- 
lieve, the Gas Light Committee, came to my 
ofticial notice by the presentation of -a bill for 
five thousand dollars as a retainer fee 
for Messrs. Sharp & Broadhead, which was 
allowed. s 

Next, whether before or after the payment 
of the fee, I do not recollect, I was invited to 
two conferences heldinthe Mayor’s office 
witbin a short time of each other in relation 
to gas matters, which were attended besides 
myself by the Mayor, members of the Gas 
Light Committee—I believe Messrs. Overstolz 
and Bain—Mr. Hart, President of the St. 
Louis Gas-Light Company, and some of the 
representatives of the Laclede Gas Light 
Company,I believe Mr. Charles Gibson among 
them--the others I did not know, and I be- 
lieve also by Messrs. Sharp & Broadhead, and 
perhaps Mr. McCarty, City Counsellor. At 
these two conferences a general talk was 
had but nothing noticable was 
done. .At any rate I have no 
recollection of re Sono. From the time of 
these meetings forward I have no knowledge 
what was going on. I was not invited to any 
otber conferences, if any were held. The next 
I took notice of wasthe introduction of the 
tripartite ordinance in the City Council. In 
this, of course, I took great interest. I ex- 
amined it. It. met with my utmost disapprov- 
al. I found the city’s and the public interest 
not only not taken care of, but to my under- 
standing outraged. Onthe other hand, both 
gaslight companies’ interests were well tak- 
en cave of, and placed in a safer and better 
condition than they were before. I was very 
free in expressing my opinion to that effect. 
I made it a business to speak with the mem- 
bers of the City Council on the subject, re- 
questing them not to give the bill their sup- 
port. lrecollect that I prepared statements 
showing the working ofthe orlinance, name- 
ly, that by the increase of the price for the 
public lamps of seven to seven and a half dol- 
lars per lamp the city would have to pay up- 
wards of eleven hundred thousand dollars 
more under thetripartite contract than she 
would bave to pay under the o!d contract, 
notwithstanding the price of coal was much 
lower than formerly. Mayor Brown proposed 
to me to try and see what I could do with Mr. 
Hart. I saw Mr. Hart, and he came three or 
four times to my office, and, after various de- 
bates and propositions made by. me but re- 
jected, Mr. Hart at last expressed himself fa- 
vorable to a certain scale of prices-of gas for 
private consumption based upon the cost of 
coal, and sald he would advise with the direc- 
tors about ite $The question about 
the price of gas for the 
public lamps was not touched upon at 
our interviews; indeed,I never suspected 
that any idea for increasing the price of pub- 
lic Jamps was entertained. About that time, 
after the lastinterview with Mr. Hart, Mr. 
Overstolz came to my office and asked me 
whether I was negotiating with Mr. Hart, 
and asked me whether I thought it was my 
business. 1 told him that Idid not pretend 
that it was exactly my business; that I had 
conferred with Mr. Hart at the request of the

Light Committee, had any objection to it I 
would discontinue it. en the bill had 
passed the Council I concluded to advise and 
get the Mayor to vetoit, and gave him 
the data therefor and my objections to the 
bill on which he could base his veto.

A. In November, 1875. Being still sick 
when I returned from Europe, I immediately 
went down to Hot Springs and. stayed there 
two or three months. found there Mr. 
Elon G, Smith, established as a banker, and, 
knowing. him well, he having been a member 
of the City Council, we frequently had con- 
versations during thattime. I was at Mr. 
Smith’s office one day when the St. Louis pa- 
pers had brought some news about the gas 
suits. He remarked that the late news had 
reminded him of the strenuous opposition I 
had made to that tripartite contract,and that I 
was rightinit. Hesaid he had often been 
thinking whether I had any suspicion of any- 
thing wrong about it. I answered I had all 
the time an idea that there was wrong done, 
but I couldn’t have laid my hand on anything 
from which I could judge that it had been 
done by corrupt or b means. Mr. Smith 
then remarked in words to the effect that 
there was money in it. 


Upen my remark that there was anyhow 
money in it for the Gas Companies, he replied 
in words to the effect, *‘And perhaps for some 
more.”? 


In order to leave no room or necessity for 
interpretation if there should any yet remain, 
I will addthat what Mr. Smith said during 
our conversation, communicated to me in 
positive and unequivocal language, amounts 
to the following, namely, that to his know]- 
edge corruption money was paid and received 
Jor bringing about the passage of the tripar- 
tite agreement. 

It is to be regretted that Mr. Smith was not 
given a chance to say on the witness-stand 
what he knew on the subject. 

EDWARD T. FARISH. 

Edward T. Farish, being sworn, testified: 
I was appointed City Counsellor by Mayor 
Overstolz in April, 1876. Isueceeded Mr. 
Bell as City Counsellor, and then he came in- 
to the gas case as special counsel and was 
paid $1,000. The agreement was that that 
amount that ne then received was to be in 
full of his compensation, unless the case was 
won. I got this information from the Mayor 
(Mr. Overstolz), who stated to me that he 
was to get $1,000, which was to be in full un- 
less the case Was won. 

OVERSTOLZ ONCE MORE. 

Mayor Overstolz swears: I did not tell Mr. 
Farish that Mr. Bell was to receive $1,000 and 
no more unless the city won the suit. 

Mayor Overstolz further testifies: Before 
the passage of the tripartite agreement pri- 
vate consumers were charged $ 50 per thou- 
sand feet for gas. 

W. W. BRANSON. 

Mr. W. W. Branson, bookkeeperjfor the St. 
Louis Gaslight Company, testifies on this 
point as follows: 

Q@. What wasthe price charged for gas in 
Jenuary, 1873? 

A. Three dollars and fifty cents per thous- 
and feet.

I don’t remember about that, 
however, but Mr. Hart gave it to me anyhow, 
and I gave it tothem and took their receipt 
and gave that receipt to Mr. Hart, the presi- 
dent of the company. The case I refer to was 
the one reported in the 46th Missouri.

Opening Session. at the Pickwick 
Theater. 


Miss Julia Carson Prepares an {nter- 
esting Bill of Fare. 


List of thé Ladies in Attendance—Scenes | 


and Incidents. 


TheCooking School began its session this 
morning at‘tbe Pickwick Theater with a very 
large attendance. It is well known that 
the project orig nated with Dr. Eliot, and the 
school was originally intended to be runin 
connection with Mary Institute. Afterwards 
Miss Julia Corson,who is well known for her 
lectures:on cookinginthe East, was invited to 


take charge of the classes, and the project was 
turned.-over to the ladies connected with the 
Women’s Christian Home, under whose aus- 
pices a very successful beginning was made this 
morning. When the reporter arrived at the hall, 
although the opening hour had not arrived, 
the hail was nearly two-thirds full of pupils. 
A lady at the door took the tickets as they were 
passed, ‘in and punched off one num.- 
ber ‘on the margin. On a table 
near'the door note books and pencils were for 
sale, and the ladies, as they passed in, pre- 
pared themselves to take copious notes of what 
was said and done. In front of the stage in the 
hall a platform, two feet in height, 
had ‘been put up, and ‘extendiag about ten feet 
into thehall. Along thefront of this a large 
table was placed, upon which the work was to 
be done. To the left of the platform 

a gas stove -had been set up, 
and towards the back a ée couple of 
tables were placed filled with plates, saucers, 
sauee-pans, dishes, several joints of meat,etc. 
Shortly before 10 0’clock Miss Corson arrived 
and began to make her preparations. She 
wore an ordinary walking dress of gray mate- 
rial, with acloak ofthe same material and a 
black straw bonnet. Miss Corson looks to be 
about thirty years old, is of medium stature 
with a figure decidedly inclined toembonpoint. 
She is a living jexample of the benefits of the 
system which she teaches, the brightness of 
hereye and the ruddy glowin her full cheek 
indicating that her system of cook- 
in has been followed by her- 
self with the most satisfactory results. 
The class continued to grow larger and Mrs. 
Springer mounted the platform and explained 
thatthis, being the first day, a slight delay 
was unavoidable, an that Miss 
Corson would be ready in about 
fifteen minutes. The ladies in attendance 
were of that class to whom cooking is alto- 
gether a matter of supervision, varied with oc- 
casional attempts at actual work. They are 
all well known in society, and were of 
all ages. Among them might be seen 
many a nation who knew by long experience 
the troubles that arise out of bad cooking, had 
been worried to death by the awkward mistakes 
of stupid servants, and have often heard the 
door bang as if the headjofthe family started 
down in search of a meal, atfer he 
had one thoroughly anathematized the vic- 
tuals set befo.e him. Then there were others 
who were unmistakably young wives, and who 
were possessed with that desire so natural with 
young wives of making home delightful for the 

1usband. They had already learned that a 
man does not thrive on love alone, but must 
have more substantial nourishment. As they 
carefully penned down the recipes that Miss 
Corson rattled off so readily, a 
quiet smile was visible in their 
countenances, which intimated only too plainly 
what they were thinking about. They were 
making up their mindsin regard tothe sur- 
prises they had in store for ‘‘ Dear Adolphus,’’ 
who perhaps had began to compare home 
fare with the meals at the club, 
to the disparagement of the former. 

The ladies chuckled when they thought how 
surprised ‘‘hubby’’ would be when the delica- 
cies were heaped upon him, and how pleased 
he would be when he found outthatthe lessons 
at the cooking school were the cause of all his 
happiness. Then there were several young 
girls, who were anxious to be introduced into 
the secrets of one of the greatest levers 
of modern civilization. They perhaps had 
found out that piano plaving moonshine and 
the racquet were ali very well in their way, but 
that they were not all that a_ée@<girl 
should know.

She was assisted by a young lady and acolored 
attendant, but did mostofthe work herself, 
handling everything that she used with little 
assistance.

About this time Miss Corson noticed that 
some conversation was going On among the 
pupils, and she gently but firmly insisted

Before Miss Corz0n had spoken very much it 
became apparentthat the temporary platfo1m 
was too low, and during the rest of the lecture 
many of the Jadies had to crane their necks to 
see what was going on, and not.a few 
stood durng the greater portion of the time. 
Miss Corson continued her talk by saying that [ 
shé would prep2t¢ thie blanquette or veal stew 
in cold water. “Cold 2" Mad 8 faMagUey £9 ) 
abstract gome of the juices of meat, but a3 she 
intende to use the water~-for broth 
further on this did not make much difference. 
If she intended to simply boilthe meat, boiling 
water would be used, which would harden the 
surface and preventthe escape of the juices.

She handled the first pota- 
toe herself, and handed the balance over to 
Mrs. John B. Henderson, who prepared them 
for frying. Miss Carson said 
that Parisienne otatoes might 
be par poet arst ahd then fried in fat,or they 
might ye fried altogether. The one point td 
vé Céreful about was that the fat was heated 
toa proper temperature. If the fat was not 
hot enough, the potatoes would have a 
greasy look which is anything but pleasamé. 
The potatoes should not be placed in the fat 
untilit begins to smoke, and after they are 
fried they should be shook 
about on brown paper which 
would remove allthe grease. While the po- 
tatoes were being prepared the lecturer an- 
nounced that she would show her method of 
making a tough steak tender, and the 
ladies, by their anxiety to see 
any step oof this operation, showed 
plainly that they had known what it was to 
ineet with beef that was notastender As it 
night be. The steak, a tine porterhouse, was 
placed ina mixture of lemon juice, salad oil 
and pepper. It was explained that the lemon 
juice, for which vinegar might be substituted 
would soften the fibres, the oil would keep 
them soft and the pepper would keep away 
fliesin the suminer time. The steak should 
remain one half hourin this mixture, when it 
should be turned and remain the 
same length of time onthe other side. The 
steak and potatoes were then cooked and 
passed around, Miss Carson in the meantime 
preparing the beef soup and stock.

The Decatur Street Track. 

Judge Thayer this morning,at the opening of 
the April term, rendered an elaborate decision 
upon the petition of the South St. Louis Rail- 
way Company against the Union Depot Street 
Railroad Company. This was a proceeding by 
the South St. Louis Company under the con 
demnation act, article 6, Revised 
Statutes 1879, to condemn a right- 
over the Union Depot 


company’s track between Russell avenue and 
Lafayette avenue on Decatur street. The lat- 
ter company took objection on the ground that 
the South St. Lowis Company had no charter 
authority or right derived from the Legislature 
to condemn property of this character, or if it 
had such authority no mode of procedure to 
enforce such a right had ever been adopted in 
this State. As to how far the 
right-of-way over the tracks will interfere 
with the Union Depot Company’s right of user 
‘or impuir its franchise, will not be considered 
until the evidence isthheard, but the Court de- 
cides now thatthe South St. Louis Company 
‘‘hasthe right,’’ under the the laws of the 
State and the actunder which it is incorpor- 
ated, to condemn property of this character, 
and it may proceed to condemn the same un- 
derthe condemnation act. The Court, how- 
ever, accedes to the demand of the Union De- 
pot Company fora jury trialto assess damages. 


The Pilgrim Chimes. 

The trial of the chimes case, Jas. M. Leete 
and Geo. T. Hulse against the Pilgrim Con- 
gregational Church Society was reached to- 
day in Judge Lindiey’s Court. This matter has 


been so fully ventilated in the newspapers that 
a brief allusion § at this time will 
suffice. The plaintiffs are both -residents 
of Washington avenue ian the vicinity of vr. 
coodell’s Pilgrim Church, corner of Ewing 
avenue. They complained that the ringing of 
the bellsin Pilgrim: tower entailed an injury 
upon their persons and property; that the 
noise was injurious to health, vexatious and 
distracting, interfering with domestic duties, 
and generally disturbin the peace and 
quietude of the neighborhood. The 
church manager’s to meet some of these objec- 
tions, modified the ringing of the bells,and the 
hearing is now reached ‘‘withouta jury’’ on 
the petition for a perpetualinjunction. Volu- 
minous depositions have been taken 
in the case showing the sentiment 
of Stoddard addition to be pretty well in favor 
of the chimes
